The situation, so far as .one may gather, rose out of the 
difficulty of financing ijlje large Albertan plant. In order 
to keep thelpaper' in circulation, and re^jin employees 
-through the difficult times, the management felt obliged 
to cut the hourly wage of the compositors from the union 
price of 85 dts. to' 75 cts. There was, however, the co-op¬ 
erative arrangement entered into, by which the employee.* 
were to share in CO per pent, of the profits-made.
